Few people imagine the magnitude 


of the business down on the Virginia 
and Truekee Railroad. This is nat- 
ural, too. because everything is con- 
ducted in such a quite, systematic 
way that one would hardly suppose 
they were doing any business, when 
in reality thousands of dollars are 
being lookod after daily. Last month 
the office here paid the Central Paci- 
fic Company 848,000 for freight. 
This does not include the through 
freight shipped from San Francisco 
and Sacramento, bnt simply that 
shipped to Keno and then reshipped 
over the road. 
The receipts for 


freight will average over §100,000 a 
month. 
Of this the Virginia office 


takes in never less than §60,000 and 
frequently as much as §90,000. The 
office here makes out moro way-bills 
than all the other offices on the road 
together—using monthly from 1200 
to 1300 blanks for the purpose., They 
are paying the C. P. about $1000 a 
day in greenbacks for the eastern 
freights which are payable only in 
currency. Last month the greatest 
amount of business ever done over 
this roiul in B single month was trans- 
acted—13i3 C. P. cars alone being 
shipped over the roiul, to say noth- 
ing of V. & T. cara. 
In December 


last, which was another large month, 
there were 1278 C. P. cars run over 
the road. During April an average 
of eighteen trains n day went out of 
Caraon. The present month prom- 
ises to see as much business clone aa 
did April. When we consider that 
this road is but 52 miles long, ond 
employs but 22 engines, we can ap- 
preciate the amount of business done 
by ttiis great big little road. The 
Keno office does not receive much 
monoy. It does the paying out for 
the road, while the others take in the 
lucre. But then it is one dollar ont 
of one pocket to put two in the other. 
The boys in the office here, Charley 
Stoddard (agent); G. P. Burnett 
(operator), Fred Teasland 
(freight 


man)

A THBIMJNO SCBS.-E.—Yesterday's 


morning's emigrant train had quite 
an exciting time while coming from 
Hunter's Ranch to Beno. The train, 
which consisted of 33 loaded box 
cars, 3 flats loaded with machinery, 
3 emigrant cars and a caboose, broke 
into three pieces above Hunter's, and 
when the engineer, Thompson, dis- 
covered it, each loose section was 
strung out over the track coming 
do we the grade at a fearful rate of 
speed which was increasing every 
minute as they gained impetus. He 
was alive and at his work instantly— 
inrned the steam on full, opened the 
valve to its limit, andwhistled"down 
brakes," with a vim. He, with the 
foremost part of the train, went 
through Keno at a rate of seventy 
miles an hour, whistling continuous- 
ly, while the brakeinen were surging 
and tugging with might and main to 
stop the flying runaways. It was a 
rhrilling scene to see them following 
each other in quick succession over 
the road, threatening every minute 
to annihilate each other. But all of 
the men were game—Thompson do- 
ing his level best to beat lightning, 
and the brakemen to stop their cars. 
They succeeded in coming to a stand- 
still opposite Virginia street, •while 
the engine halted down by the prison. 
Thus was prevented a very serious 
collision and the saving of many lives. 
To the coolness, energy and watch- 
fulness of Jas. A.Thompson, is due 
this deliverance from a shocking ac^, 
cident. At the tremendous rate of 
speed they were going, no doubt tho 
entire train would have been annihi- 
lated and many lives lost, had they 
collided. As it was they were soon 
connected and went on their way re- 
joicing.

PLACER MINES.—Good prospects 


are being found in the mountains be- 
tween Washoe Lake and Lake 1'ahoe 
in gravel diggings. In 1801 sfi 
very rich placer diggings were dis- 
covered a short distance southwest of 
Washoe Lake, and on one ravine 
miners took out as high as $20 per 
day to the man.

of the ravine in which the pay was 
found there was discovered a deep 
channel, from which the gold evi- 
dently came. A shaft was started on 
this channel and was sniik to the 
ilepth i>i over 200 feet without find- 
ing the In.ttom, when those sinking 
it became discouraged and guve up 
the work. It is the opinion of old 
miners that in the bottom of this 
channel theve are bushels of gold. 
The large amount of coarse gold that 
stopped over into tho little raviue is 
good evidence of this. The channel 
is probably of the same character 
as some of the deep channels in 
the Australian mines. Those who 
sank the prospecting shaft put it 
down too close to tho rim-rock at the 
head of the little ravine. 
At the 


depth of about 73 feet they came 
down upon the rock forming the wall 
of the channel and were obliged to 
drift off some distance, when another 
shart was started, which in turn 
came upon the rock. ThesMe of .the 
channel was found to be terraced and 
several times the perpendicular shaft 
was stopped and a drift made. AVhen 
the work was abandoned the shaft 
was probably within loss than fifty 
feet of the bottom of the channel.
